cruel punifhment was repeated unul the party 
confefled the crime of which he was accuied. 

The rumour of this fentence having pafled 
on Mr. M‘Leed, reached the ears of bis wif 
trefs. Affection and gratitude made her deter- 
Mine to fave the life oi this generous man, at 
the hazard of her puolithing her own difbon-

Without lolt of 
time, therefore, they imparted fuch evident 
proofs of their having cow misced the robbe- 
ry, that the youch was fet at liberty; and the 
judges, ttruck with their own error, which 
the wed the cruelty and abfurdity of the tor- 
ture, applied tothe legiflacure, and obtained 
a legal abolition of this cultom forever; And

His fmiling 
infancy and prattling childhood afforded her 
no pleafure ; for Rachel’s. remains have de- 
fcended into the grave and mixed with the 
clods of the valley. A fecond remark that 
is fuggeited by the words of my text, is, 
that upodcertain vccafions, anger is a necef- 
fury paflion, and that it may be exercifed, 
with pecujiar propriety, by hufbands, whea 
the folly of their wives requires it.

ter as a foldier by ftriking awoman. He res 
bukes his wife by reafoning withher. “Am 
1,” fays he, ** in God's fteaa, who hath with- 
held from thee the fruit of the womb.” | 


Learn hence, ye hufbands, from the ex. 
ample of Jacob, to treat your wives as rea. 
fonable creatures. In this way, you will not 
only reform them, but fecure their perpetue 
al elteem and affection for you. 

We have beheld the end of Rachel, the 
wife of Jacob; but, unhappily for mankind, 
her pofterity did net die with her. There 
are Rachels itill alive in every part of the 
world, While one cries out give me children, 
or elfe | die ; there are hundreds of +her de. 
{cendants, who cry out give me mo more 
chiidren, or elieidie. Nor is thisall; how 
many wives do we find, who urge the re. 
quetts of their hufbands, with the fame pow- 
erful, and as they tuppofe, diftretling argue 
meat. Give me, favs one, a new houfe or 
elfe l die: Give fays a fecund, another houle« 
wench or elfe 1 die: Give me, faysa third, a 
weekly route, or elfe 1 die: Give me, lays 
a fourth, a ticket to the play, or elfe 1 die; 
Give te, fays a fifth; a fervice of plate, or 
elfe I die; Give we, fa'sa fixth, a fet of 
china, or elie 1 dic: Give me, fays a fee 
venth, anew lilk gown, orelfe I die: Give 
me, fays an cighih but | forbear, for 
the day would fail we, fhould I attempr to 
enumerate all the inftances of female folly 
and extravagance, which difplay themleives
